Diphtheria Epidemic Controlled • 


The diphtheria situation seems to be 


well in hand after a hard struggle on 
the part of the health authorities of 
Newjwrt, assisted by State and Federal 
officers." Several days passed this week 
without a singlo new case, and in the 
meantime many patients have been dis- 
charged from the various hospitals to 
which they were assigned. The local 
authorities are endeavoring to clear the 
Coggeshall school and the Naval Hospi- 
tal as quickly as possible, especially the 
former. Just as quickly as the last 
patient can be removed, the building 
will be thoroughly fumigated in order 
that there may be no possible doubt of 
of its condition by the opening of school, 
which Is only a few weeks off. The 
Naval Hospital is likely lo be needed by 
the government at any time, po the 
patients will be concentrated in the City 
Emergency Hospital and in the diph- 
theria ward at the Newport Hospital as 
quickly as possible. With the large 
number of daily discharges, it will be 
only a short time before the Newport 
Hospital alone will be 
sufficient to 


handle the cases. 


None of the patients are very sick. 


In fact, practically all the cases have 
been so light that some doubt has been 
expressed as to the epidemic having 
been genuine diphtheria, but an inocu- 
lation of a guinea pig resulted in the 
death of the animal from genuine diph- 
theria. 


Most of the ice cream stores, have 


been allowed lo resume the selling of 
ice cream, but in one case the board of 
health 1ms apparently been intentionally 
olow and has kept a spectacular guard 
of police on duty at all times, possibly 
as a punishment. The milk situation is 
also being cleared up, a fact Ibat is 
very pleasing lo those farmers who 
have been compelled to throw away 
hundreds of gallons of milk a day. 
When the present epidemic is stopped 
entirely, attention will be paid lo new 
regulations to be promulgated for the 
protection of the city. There are diff- 
erent opinions, however, as to what is 
necessary, and also as to how the de- 
sired end can best be accomplished. A 
pasteurizing plant has been talked of, 
both by health authoritie.t and by farm- 
ers, and if adequate regulations are 
adopted, it is quite possible that one 
will be built and operated by some or- 
ganization of farmers. _ 


The situation in the other towns of 


the county is also greatly improvcd,and 
it is felt that the epidemic is practi- 
cally over. There may be an occasional 
sporadic case for a time, but no further 
spread is anticipated. In spite of the 
large number of men in the army and 
navy stationed here, both branches of 
the service escaped easily. There were 
a few cases at Fort Adams and some 
among the Reservists, bui. a strict 
quarantine for a few days was sufficient 
to check the spread.

[xamining Exemption Affidavits. 


The physicians have practically com- 


pleted their task of examining the men 
who were called for the first draft for 
the national army, after a very stren- 
uous time. Until the present candi- 
dates are listed and reported, no more 
men will be called, as it is not known 
how many more will be needed. 
The 


physicians have reported to the exemp- 
tion board the results of the physical 
examination, and it will now be up to 
that body to confirm or reject the re- 
ports, the last decision resting with 
them. There is only one case in which 
doctors disagree, so that there wil| 
probably be little for the board to actual- 
ly decide in the physical examination. 


Their real work will come in deciding 


on exemption for reason of dependent 
families. The local boards have no juris- 
diction over industrial exemptions.these 
cases being decided 
by the district 


boards, of which there are two in the 
Stale. But the local board will have 
some very trying experiences in de- 
ciding on dependent exemptions- Many 
affidavits have been filed claiming such 
exemption, and of these many are just 
and reasonable, but there are many 
others that are very flimsy ar.d it will 
be up to the board to ferret these out. 
In fact, it does not appear that all 
married men will necessarily be exempt, 
as wa3 first ihought, but those whose 
wives can be properly cared for will be 
required to serve, in case exception is 
taken to the decision of the local board, 
both the candidate and the government 
will have the right of appeal to the 
district board.

General Alarm fire. 


One of the most dangerous and trying 


fires in many years occurred in'the 
heart of the Thames street business 
district on Tuesday evening, when a 
porlion of lhe big cold storage plant on 
Sherman's wharf was completely gulled 
by llamcs, and lhe many wooden build- 
ings in the immediate neighborhood 
were in serious danger for 'a time. A 
general alarm was sounded as soon as 
Chief Kirwin arrived on the scene, 
calling alt the men and all the appara- 
lus in the city to fight the fire. Chief 
Kirwin was taking no chances in that 
dangerous neighborhood, and he had 
plenty of use for most of the equipment 
before the fire was out. Help was of- 
fered from the various government sta- 
tions here, but the city department had 
the situation well In hand, and was able 
to decline with hearty thanks. Had 
the fire gotten out of hand of the local 
deparlment, the services of several fire 
boats would have been available to hurl 
tons of salt water from the harbor, as 
the fire was on the harbor side of 
Thames street. 


It was a little after six o'clock that 


the night engineer of the plant saw 
flames shoot across the pumping room. 
He sent an assistant to give the alarm, 
and at once devoted .his attention to 
shutting olf the supply of ammonia. 
-This lie was able lo accomplish, but 
even so, lhe supply of ammonia remain- 
ing in lhe pipes filled lhe air for a long 
dislance, and.lhe firemen worked at a 
Iremcndous disadvantage. Inside the 
building, the conditions were very bad, 
and smoke masks were used by all the 
men who went inside. Even so, many 
of them suffered from violent nausea 
caused by the poisonous gases.^ 
. 


The first arrivals saw the flames shoot, 


ing from the top of the office and fur- 
nace building on the east, which is a 
Iwo story structure adjoining the stor- 
age plant proper, which ascends for 
another story. Lines of hose were laid 
and pumps were starled as quickly as 
possible, so that it did not take very 
long to beat down the spectacular part 
of the blaze, but the men' had a long 
hard fight ahead of them. • The double 
wall between the furnace building and 
the storage plant wab not burned 
through, although badly charred and 
partially 
bumed. 
The offices were 


completely gutted and the roof was 
burned through in many places, so that 
extensive repairs will be .necessary. 
However, as the value of the fish stored 
in the storage part was estimated at 
?GO,000 on which no insurance was car- 
ried, the owners were glad that it was 
not worse. 


The owners of. adjoining property 


were nervous for a short time, and 
preparations were made to move out in 
a hurry. The great wooden buildings 
occupied by the Boston Store and the 
Bee [live are separated from the burned 
building by only a narrow alley, and if 
lhe flames once gained a foothold on 
either of these buildings the loss would 
have been heavy. 


The sounding of the second alarm for 


a box in the Thames street district, and 
the great pall of black smoke that 
could be seen all over the city, drew an 
immense crowd, and the police had 
their hands full for a short time. Ser- 
geant Loughlin had his hands full to 
clear the street of women and children 
when the apparatus was coming down, 
and when the odor of ammonia filled the 
air so that no one knew what might 
happen next. Lines were established 
at Mary streft >and at 
Washington 


square, and after that' the large force 
of police had little difficulty in keeping 
the crowd back. 


Karl Muller, said to be a German

Hoffman Garage Burned. 


The fire departmenl made a record- 


breaking run to lhe Ridge road scclion 
of the city last Sunday morning, where 
a brisk fire was in progress on the 
Charles F. Hoffman place, known as 
"Armsea Hall." 
In spite of the fact 


that the fire was about as far from the 
center of the city as any fire could be, 
the first apparatus was there within a 
very few minules after the sounding of 
the alarm, and before the neighbors 
could remove lhe carriages and other 
vehicles from the garage. Soon after 
the eity apparatus arrived, a large de- 
tail of seamen from a cruiser in the 
harbor, ready to fight the fire, arrived, 
closely followed by guards from the 
regular army at Fort Adams. 
The 


smoke was pouring up in such volume 
that it was visible from all sections of 
the harbor, and il looked as if a bad fire 
was in progress. 


As soon as lhe pumpers were con- 


ncctedup,large quantities of water were 
poured upon lhe flames, but it wns a 
long time before the last vestige of fire 
was extinguished, and by that time the 
interior of the garage WBB badly gutted, 
and some of the building was entirely 
destroyed. In removing the carriages 
the employes and neighbors did gooil 
work, but lhe head chauffeur, Patrick 
McQuade, was badly burned and had to 
be conveyed lo the Hospital for treat- 
ment. 
He lived upstairs over the 


garage wilh his family, but. all had 
time to get out in safety, bul quick 
movemenls were required.

Nov Haven's Bridge at New London. 


With the exception of finishing touch- 


es on the masonry wort; on top of the 
piers, the substructure of the new- 
Thames Hirer Bridge being built by the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company at New London is 
completed. The building of the steel 
superstructure has been delayed on ac- 
count of the war. 
The steel was con- 


tracted for a long time ago, but as is 
generally known all the steel mills in 
the country jre Riving preference to 
Government 
requirements 
and only 


such steel is being delivered at tho 
present time as is essential for the 
prosecution of the war. 


Just when the New Haven will be 


able to obtain this steel is an uncer- 
tainty. It is hoped, however, that de- 
liveries will commence in the fall, in 
which case the bridge will be opened 
for operation in HIS. An interesting 
feature of the steel work, artd one that 
forcibly illustrates the high cost of rail- 
road living, has to do with the estimated 
and actual coat figures of the steel. 
Three engineers-one a New Haven 
engineer and the other two recognized 
authorities in bridge engineering— made 
separate estimates of the cost of the 
steel for this bridge. Their estimates 
varied by less than $4,000. But owing 
to the enormous increase in steel prices, 
the New Haven Railroad will have to 
pay approximately $200,000 more than 
any of these engineers estimated. 


Over 51. 000,000 has already been «:- 


pended on this bridge. The substrac- 
tnre, however, represents the most dif- 
ficult and expensive phase of the work. 


The movement to make the next issue 


of government bonds or certificates 
taxifate and with 4>i £ interest is gain- 
ing followers in Congress. The santi- 
ment for raising additional funds at 
this time hy bonds and not by taxation 
is strong in both bouses. More ready 
money, possibly one or two billions, will 
be necessary to meet current expendi- 
tures before Congress can appropriate 
it next season. The story that one 
American bought sixty million Liberty 
Loan bonds so as to escape taxation is 
leading members of Congress to look 
with favor on a t*xable bond.
